THREEMORE MEMBERS 


MISSOURI HOUSE WILL BE EN- 
LARGED BY THE CENSUS. 


ST. LOUIS GETS EXTRA MEMBER 


Buchanan and Jasper Counties Will 
Also Have Their Representation 
in the House Increased. 


Announcement of the census of Missour! 
has a political interest, because it means 
that the representation in the House of 
Representatives, under the constitution, is 
thereby increased. 

The House is now entitled to three ad- 
ditional members, making 143, instead of 
140, as at present. 

The method by which the representation 
in the House is increAsed is explicitly laid 
down in the constitution, and is a simple 
problem in arithmetic. The first rule is to 
divide the total population by 200, The pop- 
ulation under the new census is 3,106,665, Di- 
viding by 200 the ratio 15,533 is obtained. The 
constitution provides that every county 
shall have at least one representative. To 
ascertain which counties are entitled to two 
the constitution says the 
15,533, shall be multiplied by 2%. By 
this rule none of the counties now having 
representative are entitled to two. ‘lo 
ascertain which counties now having two 
representatives are entitied to three, the 
coustituuion says muitipiy the ratio by 4. 
This shows that Jasper County, with two 
representatives, is enutled to three. To as- 
certain which counties now having three 
representatives are entitled to four, the 
consutution says mUitipiy the ratio by 6. 
This gives to Buchanan County an addi- 


tional representative. 

Above four representatives the constitu- 
tien fixes the increase by providing that 
above the population required for four rep- 
resentatives, one representative shall tbe 
added for each two and a half times the 
ratio for four members. This process, when 
worked out, gives to the city of St. Louis 
whe third additional member. 

The number of senators is fixed at 34 by 
the constitution.

Secretary Easley, who has been iden- 
tined with the federat.on since its in_eption, 
retired yesterday to become vice-president 
and general manager of the National Civic 
Federation. 

After enumerating the results achieved 
by the federation during the six years of 
its existence, Mr. Easley, in his report, 
took up the plan for the proposed consoli- 
dation of the city and county governments, 
and urged that immediate steps be taken 
by the federition to bring about the desired 
reformation. 

In seeking a remedy for the present sys- 
tem of city and county government, he said 
the committce on consolidation had found 
that no one measure would bring about the 
desired result, and that a constitutional 
amendment would be required. It recom- 
mended that the 
emerged into one Metropolitan Park sys- 
tem, and that the seven townships be con- 
solidated inot one, Bills are being prepared 
for introduction at the next Legislature to 
carry into effect these reforms. 

Three plans for effecting the proposed 
|, consolidation have been suggested. The 
‘first calls for the organization of Chicago 
into a county by itself, leaving the remain- 
ing portion of the county to be organized 
into two counties.
